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Forum Theater Brings Cult Issue to Life

A bookstore seems like an unlikely place to 
be approached by acult, but on April 27, UNO 
student Lara Scholten had just that happen. 

Scholten was playing Carol, a young woman 
who had been approached by and was consid- 
ering joining a cult. The role was part of a Fo- 
rum Theater group presentation. It is directed 
by Doug Paterson, UNO dramatic arts profes- 
sor, who has been doing this type of theater 
since 1991, 

The basis for the acting is from Augusto 
Boal’s Theater of the Oppressed. The idea is to 
get the audience involved in controversial is- 
sues and to have them figure out the answers. 
Paterson said the concept was developed in 
Brazil and began with women’s groups. It has 
developed in the last 30 years as community 
based drama. 

Paterson started the group by spreading the 
word on campus. He sought non-actors and held 
no auditions. He said the students chose the is- 
sue of cults for the scene on Sunday because 
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the group saw cults as an important issue in the 
news right now. 

Paterson has dealt with many issues in the 
past, including designated driver drinking and 
ideas on how to approach an anorexic person. 
He emphasized the difference between empa- 
thy and sympathy —- empathy makes the audi- 
ence too caught up in the feelings and can leave 
them frozen to help, but sympathy gives the 
audience some distance from the problem and 
gives them a chance to find solutions. 

On Sunday, the group acted out a scenario 
of a cult that lured a depressed friend in. The 
audience was called on to give ideas to prevent 
her from joining. The spectators were very in- 
teractive, and those who were not willing to 
get up on stage at least spoke out to give ad- 
vice. 

Paterson said the actor acting as the victim 
cannot make a solution too easy to find for the 
audience. The audience must be pushed to think 
and feel the portrayal is realistic. The specta- 


tors on Sunday finally decided the only pos- 
sible intervention was physically forcing Carol 
from the cult house. 

Paterson considers this form of theater “edu- 
cation by doing.” As students, he said, every- 
one needs to question. He said that individuals 
often feel oppressed without any form of in- 
put. Dialogue instead of monologue in educa- 
tion should encourage questions. 

Paterson likes working with the community. 
He recently worked with 50-60 students ages

The Lady Mavs out-hit Dana 27-7 
over the course of the two games, 
pounding out four doubles and two 
triples.
